Miss Grace Dolmage, co-ordin- 
ator of the Winnipeg Child Guid- 
ance Clinic, expressed belief in an 
interview that there would neces- 
sarily be some “underlying rea- 
son”, apart from the possible effect 
of such things as comics, where a 
youngster is faced with problems 
that tend to upset. 


COMICS NOT BLAMED 


“If a child is unstable, then that 
instability can be traced back fur- 


ther than an addiction to comics of | 


a type that might be considered to 
have played a part in producing 
the instability,” she said. “We have 
never had a case where it has been 
held that comics were responsible 
for the attitude of a child.” 

To ward off any possible ill ef- 
fects of such influences, Miss Dol- 
mage suggested a three-fold an- 
tidote: A good home life, proper 
recreation and capable guidance 
through the schoo! period. 

She termed recreation as “pos- 
sibly the most important of all” 
and stressed that this meant not 
merely participation in activities 
of an athletic nature but also in- 
volving an interest in hobbies, club 
gatherings, social groups and the 
like. 


OLD BELIEF GONE 

Teachers also had forsaken the 
old belief held by many that their 
responsibility for a pupil ended 
when the pupil was out of the class- 
room. Schools and teachers had 
reached the point where, mental 
health of pupils was of concern 
“on a full time basis.”

New Business for City Utilities 


One of the reasons why revenue from 
Edmonton’s five utilities fell $61,752 below 
the estimated $1,210,881 in 1947 is that lit- 
tie if any effort is being made to develop 
new business for the Transit System 

The Transit System, it is announced, 
had a deficit of $153,745.28 in 1947 as com- 
pared with $5,647.21 in 1946. ‘lhe deficit 
for 1947 was $129,000 greater than expect- 
ed when the estimates were passed, 

Edmonton’s Transit System can never 
hope to make money unless the service is 
regulated and extended to draw every last 
possible cent of revenue from every section 
of the city. 

Capital expenditures involved in these 
extensions may increase the apparent de- 
ficits for a few years. But revenue must 
be calculated on a long-term basis. It is 
legitimate to spend a large sum of money 
on new branch lines if those lines will yield 
a profit over a reasonable number of 
years. 

This is not the policy adopted by the 
Transit System. 


On the contrary, the emphasis seems to 
be on restriction of service rather than on 
the enlargement of it. 

For instance, residents of the North 
Delton area, east of 97 street and north 
of 127 avenue, are appealing for a bus line. 
There is a large settlement there although 
the city assessor's office refuses to hazard 
a guess as to the extent of its population. 

It should not be necessary for these resi- 
dential districts to come begging for trans- 
portation service. The Transit System 
should see these areas as opportunities and 
develop them. 

Then, again, there is said to be a plan 
to bring the terminal of the 102 avenue 
bus further towards the city so that the 
vehicles will not be crowded with passen- 
gers from West Jasper Place. In short, 
the Transit System is prepared to turn 
up its nose at the revenue to be derived 
from the 1,300 families of West Jasper 
Place. 

That is not the policy that will make 
any transportation system pay. No wonder 
the deficits are growing. 


Should “‘Bookies’”’ Be Legalized? 


There is a color of good sense behind 
the proposal in the Alberta legislature 
that hand-books on the races be legalized 
and regulated within the province. 

The moral aspects of gambling will not 
be discussed here. But from a purely legal 
standpoint, the arguments for legalized 
and regulated “bookies” are both many 
and sound. 

In the first place, it is utterly ridiculous 
that bets on the horse races should he legal 
when they are taken through a pari-mutual 
machine at the tracks and illegal when 
taken through a private bookie. If betting 
is wrong, the use of a complicated bit of 
mechanism cannot make it right. If betting 
is justifiable at all, the absence of that 
same mechanism cannot make it wrong. 

In the second place, raids on bookies 
are usually undertaken, not for purposes 


of elimination, but for purposes of revenue. 
That, at least, is the effect. The bookie 
pays his fine and goes merrily on. 

Legalized and regulated bookies would 
yield a more regular revenue without that 
hypocrisy that exists under the periodic 
raid system 

The point is that any policy with regard 
to gambling should be consistent. If the 
province is opposed to wagering on horse 
races, the pari-mutuels should be abolished. 
If the pari-mutuels are not regarded as a 
menace, there is nothing wrong with licens- 
ed bookies, as they operate without any 
great detriment to the public morals in 
Great Britain. 

There is the final thought that there is 
usually something fundamentally wrong 
with a law that cannot be even partially 
enforced. 


Excellent Report on Welfare 


The report on municipal-provincial 
relations, prepared by J. W. Judge and 
presented in the legislature, is a painstak- 
ing document of great good sense which, 
in recommending that the province assume 
a greater share of social welfare costs, will 
commend itself to every organized munici- 
pality in Alberta. 

The report, compiled from 62 briefs, 
recommends that the province pay 80 per 
cent of the cost of indigent relief and child 
welfare. The municipalities now pay 100 
per cant of these services. 

The provincial share of 75 per cent 
of Mothers Allowances would be raised, 
under the report, to 80 per cent. 

Municipalities which now pay the full 
cost of the care of mentally deficient per- 
sons would be relieved of all charge in this 
respect. 

The province and municipalities wouid 
share between them the cost of the con- 
struction and operation of old people’s 
homes. 


SITTING | ON ‘THE FENCE — 


The relief afforded to municipalities 
in these particulars is justified and even 
overdue for the simple reason that the 
taxation resources of cities and munici- 
palities are not commensurate with the 
welfare burdens hitherto borne by their 
treasuries. 

Cities and municipalities derive. rev- 
enue from property taxation only. The 
provincial exchequer can be replenished 
from any source that does not conflict with 
the provisions of the British North Amer- 
ica Act. 

When a province undertakes higher 
expenditures, it can distribute the burden 
equitably. When a city is pressed for 
money, it can only bear down harder on 
the property owner, 

This report, then, is one of the first 
recognitions ever given in the provinces 
that financial responsibility for public 
services should be commensurate with the 
field of revenue enjoyed by the governing 
body concerned,

Editor, Bulletin—In the debate 
in the Alberta legislature on the 
amendments to the Workmen's 
Compensation Act there appeared 
a report in which Gordon E, 
Taylor, MLA, Drumheller, was 
quoted as saying that “Few rail 


road workers earned less than 
$3,000 per year.” 
The Executive Board of Ed- 


monton Lodge 95, Brotherhood 
of Maintenance of Way Employes 
take exception to this statement 
knowing it to be incorrect and 
misleading publicity, 
Maintenance of Way Employes 
are the men who work on the 
tracks and bridges. They are 
known as section-men = and 
bridge-men and number over 
25,000 permanent employes. This 
does not include extra gangs, 
After twe years of experience 


s 


section-men receive 69 cents per 
hour, This is the largest wage 
they have ever received. Only in 
first class terminals do they re- 
ceive more—74 cents per hour, 

An employe must have 15 to 20 
years of service before he can 
hold a regular terminal job and 
receive this large reward of 74 
cents an hour, In other words a 
very large number of track em- 
ployes earn less than $1,800 per 
annum, and they must work a 
48-hour week to obtain this 
amount. So-called permanent 
staffs are subject to lay-offs 
when business becomes | quiet. 
This greatly reduces their annual 
earnings 

Brotherhood of Maintenance 
if Waymen are only one organ- 
ization of the 18 union covering 
more than 140,000 Railroad work- 
ers, It is such statements that 
lead the general public to believe 
that all railroaders earn big 
wages, This is definitely not the 
case,

are as important for young people like Actress Gail 
Russell as they are for the very young and older persons. 


By Josephine Lowman 
Too often the habit of an an- 
nual physical examination is re- 
served for infancy or middle age. 
The big gap in between is over- 


looked with the thought, “Oh 
they are young. There is noth- 
ing wrong with them.” Actually, 
this is not true. 

The ages in between middle 
age and infancy aregsubject to 
definite maladies. Besides, in 
young manhood and womanhood 
the foundations of future health 
are being laid. This makes this 
period extremely important in 
any health program. 

In this age group poor posture 
has not yet become hopeless and 
good habits in nutrition build for 
future vitality. Tuberculosis is 
a definite hazard for these young 
people who are apt to sleep too 
little and to play and work too 
hard. 

Many colleges recognize this 
fact. Cooper Union, in News York, 
gives an annual physical examina- 
tion to its students as part of 


their health program. Dr. Edwin 
Burdell, director of The Cooper 
Union, says, “Educational insti- 
tutioms must assume definite re- 
sponsibility in the field of pre- 
ventative medicine.” 


Of the students examined at 
this school, twenty per cent were 
found to have ailments which 
could be remedied. The college 
itself does not give treatment but 
calls the need of it to the stu- 
dent's attention and refers them 
to specialists. 

This is not only helpful in over- 
coming physical defects but 
builds a valuable health consci- 
ousness in young people who are 
usually unaware of the value of 
hygienic living and health care 
until it is far too late to profit by 
it as they could have in earlier 
years.

The charter, designed chiefly to 
discourage members from diserim- 
inaeng against each other in their 
import and export policies, and to 
prevent two-way trade pacts which 
might detrimentally affect the 
world’s economy, becomes opera- 
tive when ratified by 20 or more 
parliaments. It was hammered out 
in conferences which opened last 
Nov. 22, Canada, represented by 
L Dana Wilgress, ambassador to 
Switzerland, was one of the leaders 
in its framing. 

Whether the Havana charter 
works will depend, its authors 
concede, on the good faith shown , 
by participants in putting its 
principles into effect. In simple, 
language, it outlines trade prac- 
tices that are beneficial or damag- 
ing to international trade and 
countries adopting the code 
pledge to help establish good 
practices and discontinue bad 
ones as soon as possible.

Economically Desirable 
To “Live in Sin,” Is Claim 


OTTAWA, March 25—(CP)— 
Babies born in Canada are ex- 
pensive. They may be, if a To- 
ronto professor is right, the most 
expensive babies in the world. 

But it’s not only babies. It's 
a matter of economic pressures, 
housing crises, taxes and lack of 
jobs for older men. 

In fact, said Dr. John Morgan, 
associate professor of social work, 
University of Torunto, the eco- 
nomic pressures of family life 
“make it economically desirable 
to live in sin.” 

He addressed the regional wel- 
fare supervisors of the health 
department at their second an- 


nual conference Wednesday. 


“It costs more to be born in 
than anywhere else I 


know.” Children are expensive 
to rear, feed, clothe, house and 
educate, 

Housing was “one of our most 
serious social problems,” and 
common to all parts of the west- 
ern civilization, 

Children do not enter pro- 
ductive employment until much 
higher ages than formerly, said 
Dr. Morgan, and the present in- 
dustrial system discourages the 
employment of older persons, 
Hence the burden falls on young 
married people between the ages 
of 24 and 35,

Conciliation Board

A conciliation board dealing with 
a wage dispute between three 
Canadian railways and the Cana- 
dian Brotherhood of Railway Em- 
ployes and other transport workers 
opened here yesterday. 

The board, under chairman Mr. 
Justice J. C. A, Cameron, heard 
briefs presented by Sam Brown, 
representing the union, and Paul 
Smith, KC, representing the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, the Canadian 
National Railways and Ontario 
Northland Railways. 

The brotherhood is asking a 35- 
cent-an-hour wage boost; improved 
rules dealing with statutory holi- 
days, allowance for time lost on 
account of illness; union security 
and dues checkoff; amd an addition- 


al wage increase for classified 
laborers. 
Mr, Justice Cameron was also 


chairman of a concilliation board 
which heard the case of 18 railway 
brotherhoods, representing 122,000 
workers ,who also asked a 35-ceat- 
an-hour wage increase. 

Hearings of this board concluded 
three weeks ago when a report was 
forwarded to Labor Minister Mit- 
chell, but no amnouncement has 
come from Ottawa as yet.
